CHICAGO (AP) — “ I feel sad so 
many peo ple were injured and there 
was no thing I co uld do to help them,” 
said a priest after a fire in a nursing 
ho me killed 13 residents and injured at 
least 30 o thers. The blaze bro ke o ut as 
he was say ing Mass in the ho me’s 
chapel. 


The Rev . William Po llard said the 
fire alarm 
rang as he 
finished 
celebrating Mass o n the to p flo o r at the 
Wincrest Nursing and Rest Ho me. He 
left the chapel and fo und the hallway 
filled with smo ke. 


‘‘Many residents were in wheel 
chairs and co uldn’t get do wn. Smo ke 
blo cked the co rrido rs,” said Father 
Po llard. He said he tried to put o ut the 
fire himself until the smo ke became 
to o heav y . 


Fire Co mmissio ner Ro bert Quinn 
said the blaze started in a ro o m near 
the chapel and spread into the ad­ 
jacent hallway . The area near the 
chapel ‘‘is where mo st o f the injuries 
and dead came fro m,” he said. 


The cause o f the blaze was no t 
determined immediately . 
Fire o f­ 
ficials estimated damage at $6,000, 
mo st o f it due to smo ke and water. 


Mo st o f the injured, who se ages 
ranged fro m 65 to 8 2, were treated fo r 
smo ke inhalatio n and no t bums, 
spo kesmen at three area ho spitals 
said. One fireman suffered a heart 
attack inside the nursing ho me and 
was ho spitalized. 


“ We didn’t kno w who was breathing 
and who was no t. We were just try ing 
to keep the breathing o nes breathing,” 
said Tho mas Altman, a po liceman and 
o ne o f the first to reach the flo o r. 
“ There were peo ple ly ing all o v er the 
place.” 
One o f the injured, Mary Dietrich, a 
head nurse at the ho me, said it was 
hard to get the peo ple o ut because 
there were so many wheel chairs. 
A so cial wo rk er said 83 p erso n s were 
believ ed in the ho me which had a 
capacity o f 88. Abo ut 40 residents 
stay ed in the building after the blaze 
was o ut, a fire o fficial said. 
Edward F. King, assistant city 
health co mmissio ner, said the brick 
building, built in 195 2, was inspected 
J an. 8 and fo und to be in go o d co n­ 
ditio n. 
Building inspecto rs also fo und the 
structure so und in an inspectio n last 
September and said it was co nstructed 
fro m fire-resistant materials and had 
co ncrete reinfo rced flo o rs, walls and 
ro o fs. 
May o r Richard J . Daley appo inted a 
special panel to inv estigate the blaze 
which will “ seek to determine whether 
there sho uld be any additio ns to the 
city (fire) co des.” 
U.S. Sen. Charles Percy v isited the 
scene 
o f the 
fire 
with 
Richard 
Friedman, regio nal directo r o f the 
federal 
Deparment 
o f 
Health, 
Educatio n and Welfare. 
“ We hav e no thing to indicate that 
there were any majo r o r mino r 
deficiencies” in the safety pro cedures 
used in the ho me, said Friedman.

Mild weather co ntinued o v er the 
so uthern and western po rtio ns o f the 
natio n, while co o l to co ld weather 
prev ailed fro m the no rthern half o f the 
Mississippi Valley regio n thro ugh the 
no rthern and middle Atlantic Co ast 
states.

Red-Backed MPLA 
Seeks Relations

(FNLA) and claims to be pushing back 
FNLA and Natio nal Unio n (UNITA) 
tro o ps in the so uth. 
But British co rrespo ndents in 
Ango la said the MPLA driv e appears 
to hav e slo wed do wn, despite the 
repo rted withdrawal o f So uth African 
tro o ps suppo rting UNIT A. 
Nicho las Ashfo rd repo rted fo r the 
Times fro m Luanda, the o ld Po r­ 
tuguese co lo nial capital, that the 
handful o f Western businessmen and 
diplo mats in Ango la hav e spo ken o f 
“ discreet appro aches” by the MPLA 
o n establishing relatio ns with their 
co untries. 
Almeida, in the Times repo rt, em­ 
phasized that dev elo pment o f Ango la’s

The co urt also said the go v ernment 
co uld legally pro v ide federal mo ney to 
presidential candidates and require 
disclo sure o f po litical do no rs and 
ex penses.

The co mpany ’s o fficials said they 
sent 120 men earlier this week to jo in 
the FNLA. They flew fro m Lo ndo n 
thro ugh Brussels to Kinshasa, capital 
o f Ango la’s neighbo r Zaire. The 
Belgian parliament was urged Friday 
to sto p fo reign mercenaries fro m go ing 
thro ugh Brussels to fight in Ango la.

Fo rd’s co mments were prepared fo r 


deliv ery at the Midwestern Republican 
Co nference, where 1,000 GOP dele­ 
gates gathered fro m 13 states fo r a 
two -day co nclav e. It was the first sto p 
o f an 11-ho ur speechmaking to ur that 
was also to take him to Williamsburg, 
Va. 
“ Co ntinuing eco no mic reco v ery and 
the creatio n o f mo re meaningful and 
rewarding jo bs must hav e o ur highest 
prio rity in 1976 and bey o nd,” the 
President said. “ It is a questio n o f 
which way to go .

Congress Faces 
Struggle Over 
Election Law 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress 
faces an emergency election year fight 
over the financing of political cam­ 
paigns because of a Supreme Court 
decision that changes some post- 
Watergate spending rules and clouds 
their enforcement. 
Election 
laws 
rolled 
through 
Congress in 1974 on the shoulders of 
reform sentiment but now must be 
considered again with many senators 
and representatives in the midst of 
their own campaigning. 
The Supreme Court on Friday threw 
out lim itations on campaign ex­ 
penditures of privately raised money, 
but said it is constitutional to limit 
individual election contributions to 
ti.OOO 
The court also said the government 
could legally provide federal money to 
presidential candidates and require 
disclosure of political donors and 
expenses 
At the same time, however, the court 
ruled that the new Federal Election 
Communion, enforcer of the election 
money law. was unconstitutionally ap­ 
pointed. 
President Ford and at least five 
Democratic c andidates said after the 


ruling they would continue to limit 
their campaign expenditures despite 
it. 
Under the court ruling, if they 
decided to surpass the $10.9 million 
.spending limit they would be forced to 
quit using federal matching funds in 
their campaigns The court said it was 
legal for distribution of the matching 
funds to be conditioned on limits for 
.spending

election campaign 
The limit on contributions of $1,000 
per candidate per election by an in­ 
dividual and $5,000 by an organization 
makes fundraising tougher than in the 
past, when five-and six-figure con­ 
tributions came from the rich.

Congress is what to do about the 
Federal Election Commission. 
Several members, including Sens

But Rep. Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, a 
powerful arch-critic of the com­ 
mission. said he will introduce a bill to 
abolish it. 


The court said all past decisions 
made by the commission would stand 
and that it could continue to exercise 
its broad powers for another month so 
( (ingress can have a chance to resolve 
the matter. 


The court specifically found that it 
was unconstitutional for a commission 
including a majority of members 
nominated either by the House or 
Senate to execute laws whose enforce­ 
ment is left by the constitution to the

Man-made ponds are constructed for 
a variety of purposes Perhaps the 
various purposes are not given enough 
thought and consideration before 
construction, 
thus 
resulting 
in 
restricted use or misuse of the pond. 
So, pond use and management are 
important, says Thomas M. Stockdale, 
Extension Specialist in Wildlife 
Conservation at The Ohio State 
University. like any other unit of land, 
a pond must be managed for its 
several uses if maximum potential is 
to be reached, he says. 
Management 
to 
achieve 
the 
maximum potential of a pond depends 
on many things such as the physical 
and chemical characteristics of the 
pond, water source, size, and anes to be 
made of the pond. These factors differ 
with each pond, Stockdale says. 
Maximum potential simply means 
getting the most possible from your 
pond. 
Actually, a number of management 
decisions should be made before the 
pond is constructed. These include 
uses to be made of the pond and its 
water, land use of area surrounding 
the pond, and principle source of water 
from which pond fills and is main­ 
tained 
Use or uses is important from a 
management standpoint because all 
management practices 
are not 
compatible with all uses. If the water 
is to be used for domestic or livestock 
consumption, irrigation or spray 
water, you are very limited in the 
chemicals that can be 
used 
in 
management. 
I .and use of the area surrounding the 
pond is important primarily because 
rainwater running off the area may 
carry sediment or livestock wastes 
into 
the 
pond, 
thus 
creating 


management problems. 
The principle source of water, 
usually runoff, spring or pumped from 
a tile or ditch, determines the water 
quality and temperature, in the case of 
springs. 


For those of you who already have a 
pond in operation, management should 
start immediately. Again, uses being 
made of the pond and its water are 
important. If the pond is used for 
recreation, wildlife and aesthetics, 
most chemicals recommended for 
management can be used and the 
maximum recreational potential may 
be reached. However, if water is being 
used in the household or for irrigation 
and other uses, you may have to settle 
for 
less 
than the 
maximum 
recreational potential, Stockdale says. 
Once you have made a decision as to 
the principle use of the pond, you can 
proceed with management. This 
decision is important, because once 
you apply a chemical, it Is hard to 
change your management plan. 


One 
problem 
encountered 
in 
management is weeds. Weeds reduce 
the efficiency of the predator fish, 
usually largemouth bass in Ohio 
ponds, by providing hiding places for 
small fish. Where this condition per­ 
sists, the small fish soon grow to in­ 
termediate size and compete for the 
available food supply The result is 
usually a reduction in the rate of 
growth of all the fish. Weeds are also a 
nuisance when it comes to catching 
fish 
Another problem not realized by 
many pond owners is the fact that 
weeds die naturally at certain times of 
the year When this happens, their 
subsequent decomposition may create 
an oxygen deficiency and a resulting 
fish kill, not to mention an undesirable 
odor and water flavor.

check closely the information on the 
analysis tag Ohio seed law requires an 
analysis tag be attached to each 
container of seed offered for sale It 
must honestly list for the prospective 
buyer what Ll in the container 
Seed conia mem have some things 
you want and some Dungs you dont 
want. Jones says 
You want the 
maximum amount af pure seed of the 
highest germination You don’t want 
inert material or other crop and weed 
seed Jones suggests that the don't 
wants be less than 2 per cent before 
you consider the seed af high quality 
Compare labels and buy the best 
quality seed you can find. 
Because of weather conditions 
during the last harvest season, some 
fields had moldy soybeans You will 
not see these beans offered for seed 
However, says Jones, some bosn* 
were affected by the disease, even 
though no mold was visible, and some 
seed lots have germinated poorly. 
Soybeans may be chenucally treated 
to aid seedling survival There ta 
nothing wrong with this practice. 
Jones says, but you should be certain 
that un-used, treated seed do not get 
into commercial grain lots Also, do 
not feed such seed to livestock. 
If you're thinking of planting seed 
from your own bin, get a complete 
laboratory test by a qualified seed 
analyst. Jones says Ifs risky business 
to plant such seed without testing, and 
mast growers can’t afford to take the 
chance 


ways, he says. First, weeds seldom 
become established in water greater 
than three feet deep. Therefore, 
mechanically deepening of shallow 
areas is the answer to some weed 
problems. 
Also, there are biological and 
chemical methods that can be used. 
Some aquatic weeds are more easily 
controlled early in the growing season. 
Thus, all pond owners should check 
ponds closely early in the spring. 
Additional information on weed 
problems and their control and other 
management practices is available 
through the County Extension Service 
Office.

Ixw relative humidity in your home 
causes dry skin, dry nostrils, cool 
feeling on exposed skin surfaces, static 
electricity when you walk across your 
carpeting, and higher heating costs. 
Normally, low humidity occurs 
inside the home during cold weather 
when the relative humidity drops 
outside. Heating systems further 
reduce the moisture content of the air, 
making 
occupants 
more 
un­ 
comfortable. 
To correct this condition, add 
moisture, says William R. Sehnug, 
Extension Agricultural Engineer at 
The Ohio State University. "I know 
this answer seems too simple, but with 
reasonable accuracy, we can say how 
much water vapor should be added,” 
he says. 
For example, suppose the outside air 
is at 30 degrees F and 60 per cent 
relative humidity and you want to 
maintain indoor air at 75 degrees F 
and 30 per cent humidity. Using the 
average modern home with a volume 
of about 10,000 cubic feet and a 
minimum air change of half the air 
volume 
per 
hour, 
proper 
humidification means adding about 14 
pints of water per hour or 44 gallons 
per day, Schnug says. Some of this 
amount of moisture is provided by 
vapors from cooking, washing and 
drying clothes, baths and showers and 
other water uses in the home These 
moisture sources do not provide the 
total amount needed nor is it uniformly 
distributed throughout the day or the 
home 
So, to raise the relative 
humidity in the home, some provision 
must be made to add moisture 


regularly and uniformly throughout 
the day. 
Furnaces with water reservoirs are 
effective in helping maintain the 
humidity in the home, but homeowners 
often forget to refill the reservoir. 
Humidifier systems containing an 
automatic float control valve work 
very well in homes Water in the 
reservoir is automatically replaced 
through the float control valve as it is 
evaporated. 
Another system is the air washer 
which sprays water from atomizing 
nozzles directly into the air stream of 
the central heating system Water that 
is not immediately vaporized falls into 
a tank and is recirculated by a small 
pump back to the nozzles. This system 
is very effective but is a more 
elaborate and expensive unit. It also 
provides some cleaning of the air 
There are humidifiers that fit into 
the warm air stream of central heating 
systems. These unit* involve a series 
of fine screen disks on a common shaft 
driven by a small motor that rotates 
the screens slowly. The lower half of 
the screens are immersed in a 
reservoir of water. Water forms in a 
thin film on the screeas and is readily 
evaporated into the air stream as the 
screens rotate Also, there are units 
c ontaining porous type rubber belts 
that function in the same manner as 
the screen disks Units used with the 
central heating system are capable of 
putting several gallons of water in the 
air daily 
Humidification is more of a problem 
where there is no central heating 
system for distributing the humidified 
air throughout the home It is possible 
to humidify limited areas with por­ 
table units Most of these have a fan to 


circulate the room air through the 
vaporizer. like dehumidifiers, room 
humidifying units are rated to 
vaporize a given weight of water for a 
given size room and conditions or other 
area to be served. 
Humidification of the home varies 
from home to home. Homeowners 
should seek advice and services of 
competent local heating and ven­ 
tilating firms to provide workable 
solutions to humidification problems.

Ford Buttons Sell 
Better Than Ron's 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If button 
sales are a 
reliable 
indicator, 
President Ford may be nosing out 
Ronald Reagan for support among 
young Republicans meeting here. 
Frank Enten is selling Ford and 
Reagan buttons to some of the 1,600 
young Republicans from around the 
United States meeting here for a four- 
day conference in a local hotel. And he 
says the Ford buttons are selling 
better than the Reagan buttons. 
Enten, an insurance broker in the 
Washington area, has staked out part 
of the hotel lobby for his hobby-sideline 
of collecting and selling political 
souvenirs, some of them dating back to 
1840. He stands out amid the lobby 
crowds because he is wearing a wide 
maroon tie with a picture of Robert A. 
Taft, a souvenir from the 1952 GOP 
convention. 
Reporting on his sales, Enten says 
“ a lot of the younger people are for 
Reagan. You’ve got a small faction 
that is pushing very hard for Reagan. 
You’ve got some people that are very 
worked up.” 
The oldest item in his collection of 
3,000 to 4,000 buttons, badges and 
pictures is a pewter-like token pic­ 
turing Maj. Gen. William Henry 
Harrison, “ the hero of Tippecanoe,” 
who was the successful Whig candi­ 
date in 1840. The button costs $45. 
Enten says he is a recent convert to 
the Republican party and that one of 
the factors has been the warm 
reception his displays have received at 
Republican gatherings. 
“ The Democrats don’t think it would 
be proper for me to set up my stand,” 
he said. 
At the conference, Mary Ixiuise 
Smith, chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, urged the group 
Thursday to work together to elect a 
Republican president and Congress 
and said the race between Ford and 
the former California governor “ need 
not be divisive.” 
An informal conservative group 
within the young Republican National 
Federation decided to support Reagan 


at a meeting Wednesday night, al­ 
though the conference itself is not 
allowed under its constitution to make 
a formal endorsement. 
To counter this, the Ford supporters 
circulated a list of more than 20 state 
Young Republican chairmen lining up 
behind the President. 
The President and Mrs. Ford invited 
the group to a reception Thursday at 
the White House, and some top Ford 
personalities journeyed to the confer­ 
ence hotel.

Enten says he is a recent convert to 
the Republican party and that one of 
the factors has been the warm 
reception his displays have received at 
Republican gatherings 
"The Democrats don't think it would 
be proper for me to set up my stand."

National Committee, urged the group

NEW YORK — In sweeter economic 
times, the mobile American family 
moved on an average of once every 
five years. But slow new housing 
starts, outrageous prices on old houses 
and high mortgage rates have made 
home-sweet-home the only place to 
stay. If it’s cramped or shabby or 
drafty, house owners are adding 
rooms, painting or insulating — 
spending a record $26 billion on 
remodeling in ’75 and a projected $30 
billion or more this year. 
Home rebuilding and refurbishing is 
booming! And 1 had a few questions to 
ask of an expert . .. 
“ If I add a fourth bedroom to my 
house, will it pay for itself when I 
decide to sell?” 
Answer: “ It should greatly increase 
your resale value. You’ll get at least a 
dollar-for-dollar return on your in­ 
vestment. But don’t expect the same 
return on a fifth or sixth bedroom. 
They’re not in demand.’’ 
Q: 
“ What about 
putting 
in 
a 
swimming pool?’’ 
A: “ It could save your family 
vacation expenses, but it won’t add 
much to the value of your house, ex­ 
cept in the south or west. Maybe you’ll 
get back 50 per cent of what you put 
into it, but no more. Pools are luxuries, 
like saunas and wine cellars. Buyers 
don’t tend to pay much extra for things 


they don’t need.’’ 
Q :) “ I’ve been wanting to add an 
attached greenhouse. They have so 
much charm, and you can save by 
growing your own vegetables.’’ 
A: “ But don’t count on getting your 
money back. Greenhouses fall into the 
hobby area, which is harder to sell a 
buyer than luxuries.’’ 
Q: "What about remodeling the 
kitchen?’’ 
A; “ Ah, that’s the way to go. The 
kitchen 
is 
number 
one 
on 
the 
remodeling hit parade, and for good 
reason. I don’t want to sound sexist, 
but usually the woman is the major 
force in deciding where remodeling 
dollars are spent — and woman is also 
a major force in deciding which house 
to buy. If the kitchen’s no good, she 
won’t want the house.’’ 
Q: “ What about adding a second or 
third bathroom?” 
A: “ Absolutely — with the emphasis, 
of course, on a second bathroom. 
You’ll get a 100 per cent return on that 
investment, maybe 150 per cent. Your 
chance of recouping drops sharply 
with a fourth bathroom, however. 
Unless you have eight bedrooms or a 
$150,000 house, more than three 
bathrooms aren’t particularly in 
demand.” 
Q: “ How about improving in­ 
sulation? We should do it to cut down 
on fuel bills, of course, but will we get

NEW YORK (A P) - Years and 
years of political debate apparently 
have produced little more than con­ 
trasting positions on the all-important 
relationship of jobs and prices, the 
tradeoff, as it is sometimes called. 
On one side of the argument is the 
belief that the only way to cure in­ 
flation is to purposely slow 
the 
economy and endure widespread 
unemployment. Painful but effective, 
say its supporters. 
Barbaric, answer the opponents. 
Economies are run for people, not 
people for economic plans. How can 
there possibly be a sound economy if, 
by design, some segments of our 
population are so callously sacrificed. 
There is more to the argument, 
much more, but if it can be reduced to 
a nub, that is it: Should we or should 
we not trade off jobs for prices? 
A decade ago we thought we might 
have the answer — that modem 
economic theory could help us control 
output without sacrificing jobs — but it 
isn’t so. The very issue has become a 
major theme of the 1976 elections. 
Electioneering isn’t likely to clarify 
the issue because either extreme or 
vague positions sometimes are used to 
hide from what appears to be the 
reality : Full employment and stable 
prices are only goals — perhaps 
unachievable goals. 
Moderation of the business cycle is 
probably the only real answer, but

prospects for that are grim. If we 
didn’t permit inflation, it is argued, 
then we wouldn’t have to deal with its 
consequence, recession. One leads to 
the other. 
Moderation, however, is as elusive in 
national economies as it is in personal 
lives. We used to talk enthusiastically 
about it during the 1960s, when we 
really thought we had a grip on the 
cycle. We really didn’t. 
The truth is that today no economy of 
any consequence has the ability to 
control its destiny. Isolation is im­ 
possible. This is a world of in­ 
ternational trade, of interdependence. 
Americans learned this in many 
ways recently. Involvement in Viet­ 
nam was inflationary. We learned that 
an imbalance in trade was eroding the 
power of our dollar. We realized 
painfully our dependence on foreign 
oil. 
We are left then with the problem we 
thought we might have licked, the 
extremes of the economic cycle. We 
are 
left 
also 
with 
the 
ages-old 
argument of the planned recession, 
and unemployment, as an antidote for 
inflation. 
And we are left also with the same 
extremes of proposed solutions. At one 
end is the argument that the best 
policy is for government to get out of 
the economy. On the other, that only 
government intervention provides an 
answer. 
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our money back on a resale? After all, 
insulation doesn’t show.” 
A: “ Forget about show.’ Proper 
insulation is absolutely necessary to 
sell a house these days — and you can 
save 40 per cent on gas and electricity 
with an average house, which pays for 
itself in slightly over two years. If 
you’re smart, you’ll save the bills (the 
insulation bill, plus the before-and- 
after gas and electric bills). This will 
impress buyers. And don’t forget, all 
‘real improvement’ costs like this are 
deductible when you sell. What’s more, 
the remodeling industry is pressing 
Congress for a 15 per cent credit 
agaiast Federal income 
taxes to 
homeowners for home improvements 
which reduce home heating and 
cooling energy consumption — and 
passage looks promising.” 
Q: “ What about paneling and 
painting?” 
A: “ Obviously an asset which will 
pay for itself. And these are jobs you 
can do yourself, if you’re handy, 
making it a really rewarding in­ 
vestment.” 
Q: “ We need new carpeting. Is that a 
resaleable improvement?” 
A: “ Not likely, because new buyers 
probably won’t like the color — no 
matter what you choose. But good 
wood floors will greatly help resale 
values. 
Q: “ We don’t have a family room. 
Should we add one on?” 
A: “ Family rooms are very popular, 
but adding on rooms is expensive. It 
will cost considerably less to finish off 
a basement or a den, obviously, rather 
than adding on space.” 
Q: 
“ Are there any 
pitfalls in 
remodeling?” 
A: 
“ You 
bet. 
There 
are 
cir­ 
cumstances in which you are wasting 
money by trying to improve your 
house: 1) If you attempt to do-it- 
yourself and botch the job; 2) If you 
hire an inept or dishonest contractor; 
3) If you have a costly home in a neigh­ 
borhood of inexpensive homes. Say you 
paid $80,000 for your house, and you 
are surrounded by $50,000 houses. In a 
case like this, your resale value will be 
held down by the surrounding homes 
and putting more money into your 
house is likely to be wasted.” 
The 
expert 
answering 
these 
questions is Joseph Nahay, executive 
director of the National Remodelers 
Association which represents con­ 
tractors across the country who are 
executing 68 per cent of the home- 
improvement jobs in the current 
boom. (The other 32 per cent are do-it- 
yourself improvements by handy 
home owners.) 
On the eve of the 34th annual Home 
Improvement 
and 
Remodeling 
Exposition, Feb. 20 to 22 in New York, 
Joe urges householders who’ve caught 
the current self-improvement fever to 
act with reasonable speed — since 
prices of building materials rise at an 
average rate of 25 per cent a year — 
but also with caution . .. “ There are 
charlatans and unprofessionals 
in 
every' industry, and that includes 
about 6 per cent of the remodeling 
contractors in ours. 
“ So be wary of those who offer to do 
jobs at unbelievably low prices. Ask 
for references and check them out. 
Don’t make verbal agreements; the 
entire arrangement must be in a 
contract, including cleaning up of 
materials after a job is completed. And 
if you do get burned, or think you have 
been, write or call us — National 
Remodelers Association, Consumer 
Affairs Dept., 50 E. 42nd St., N.Y.C. 
We’re a nonprofit trade association, 
not a police force, but we’re out to 
reduce that 6 per cent unprofessional 
faction to zero!”

Columbia Gas Supports Bill 
Ending Control Of Gas Prices 


A bill scheduled to be voted upon by 
the House of Representatives next 
week is a key to correcting the current 
natural gas shortage facing Ohio and 
other states, according to Marvin E, 
White, president of Columbia Gas of 
Ohio and six other Columbia Gas 
System Distribution Companies that 
serve 1.8 million customers in seven 
states. 
The bill. H R. 10480. would end 
federal control of field prices of new 
natural gas and provide producers 
with the needed incentive to seek out 
and develop new supplies of natural 
gas for the interstate pipelines upon 
which Columbia depends. White said. 
Under the bill and a similar measure 
already 
passed 
in 
the 
Senate, 
regulation of gas currently under 
contract would continue. 
“ Control of producer prices for more 
than 20 years has been the main cause 
of the gas shortage we are now suf­ 
fering,” White said. “ Prices have been 
held down while drilling costs have 
been rising so that there has been little 
incentive for producers to put money 
into exploratory drilling.” 
Only the wellhead price of new 
natural gas would be decontrolled by 
H R, 10480, White stressed. The price 
at which Columbia Gas of Ohio sells 
the gas which it buys from federally- 
regulated interstate pipelines and its 
earnings would still be regulated. 
The decontrol bill is of critical im­ 
portance to every person in Ohio, 
White said, because, contrary 
to 
reports that the gas supply emergency 
is over, there is a continually wor­ 
sening shortage of natural gas in this 
country. 
The experience of Columbia Gas 
Distribution Companies demonstrates 
this. Beginning in 19 70, we limited the 
amount of new gas sold to large in­ 
dustrial users; by 19 72 we were forced 
to stop taking on new customers in­ 
cluding residential users; in the winter 
of 
19 74-75 
we 
began 
to 
curtail 
deliveries to industrial customers and 
this winter more than 3,800 industrial 
and commercial customers of the 
Columbia Gas Distribution Companies 
are under curtailment, White said. 
More important, this trend continues 
and will continue in the years ahead 
unless action is taken, he said. For 
exam ple, the actual gas supply 
available to the Columbia Gas System 
in 19 72 from historic sources was 1.4 
trillion cubic feet. In 19 76 , the System 
projects it will be able to purchase only 
about 1.1 trillion cubic feet from 
historic sources, a decline of ap­ 
proximately 300 billion cubic feet or 20 


per cent, despite extreme effort and 
the expenditure of $800 million on new 
supply programs since 1970 
“ Opponents 
of 
decontrol 
are 
suggesting that the current shortage 
results from a conspiracy or deliberate 
plan of producers and companies such 
as Columbia to withhold gas from the 
market in order to get decontrol 
legislation approved, White said. 
"This is not so. The decline of gas 
production from 
historic domestic 
sources was projected in a report by 
the Federal Power Commission staff 
issued as early as February, 19 72, and 
the decline will continue as long as 
there are federal controls on the price 
of new interstate gas” (gas produced 
in one state and sold in another). 
At present, the current regulated 
ceiling price for new interstate gas at 
the wellhead is 52 cents a thousand 
cubic feet while non-regulated in­ 
trastate gas (gas produced and sold in 
the same state) is selling at from $1,50 
to $2. a thousand cubic feet. 
White said that unless the economic 
climate is reversed, prompted by 
decontrol legislation to stim ulate 
domestic production, and more gas is 
made 
available 
to the interstate 
market, the gas supply situation 
confronting Columbia will continue to 
deteriorate. 
There have been recent reports that 
the decontrol of the wellhead price of 
natural gas would have an impact of as 
much as $20 billion per year on the 
price of natural gas to the public, 
White said. “ This figure is absurd. It is 
based on numerous false assumptions 
A more accurate figure of the annual 
cost of decontrol legislation to the 
nation’s 40 million gas consumers is 
from $1 billion to $1.8 billion annually 
“ We estimate that when the higher 
priced decontrolled gas is averaged

into the price for larger volumes of old 
gas that are already under contract 
and not subject to decontrol, the an­ 
nual bill of the average residential 
customer served by Columbia would 
increase about $1.50 a month or about 
$18 a year over the next 10 years. 


“ Unfortunately

decontrol legislation mention only the 
impact of decontrol on consumer gas 
prices,” White said. “ They fail to 
mention that if wellhead prices are not 
decontrolled that the cost to con­ 
sum ers will increase even more 
because transportation and other fixed 
costs of providing gas service, plus the 
continued higher costs of inflation, will 
be 
spread over fewer units and 
therefore the average price per unit 
will increase. 
Because of this, 
customers have the choice between 
paying more for more gas or more for 
less gas.”

A bill scheduled to be voted upon by 
the House of Representatives next 
week is a key to correcting the current 
natural gas shortage facing Ohio and 
other states, according to Marvin E. 
White, president of Columbia Gas of 
Ohio and six other Columbia Gas 
System Distribution Companies that 
serve 1.8 million customers in seven 
states. 
The bill, H.R. 10460, would end 
federal control of field prices of new 
natural gas and provide producers 
with the needed incentive to seek out 
and develop new supplies of natural 
gas for the interstate pipelines upon 
which Columbia depends, White said. 
Under the bill and a similar measure 
already 
passed in 
the Senate, 
regulation of gas currently under 
contract would continue 
“Control of producer prices for more 
than 20 years has been the main cause 
of the gas shortage we are now suf­ 
fering,” White said. “Prices have been 
held down while drilling costs have 
been rising so that there has been little 
incentive for producers to put money 
into exploratory drilling.” 
Only the wellhead price of new 
natural gas would be decontrolled by 
H R. 10480, White stressed. The price 
at which Columbia Gas of Ohio sells 
the gas which it buys from federally- 
regulated interstate pipelines and its 
earnings would still be regulated. 
The decontrol bill is of critical Im­ 
portance to every person in Ohio, 
White said, because, contrary to 
reports that the gas supply emergency 
is over, there is a continually wor­ 
sening shortage of natural gas in this 
country. 
The experience of Columbia Gas 
Distribution Companies demonstrates 
this. Beginning in 1970. we limited the 
amount of new gas sold to large in­ 
dustrial users; by 1972 we were forced 
to stop taking on new customers in­ 
cluding residential users; in the winter 
of 
197475 we 
began 
to 
curtail 
deliveries to industrial customers and 
this winter more than 3.800 industrial 
and commercial customers of the 
Columbia Gas Distribution Companies 
are under curtailment. White said. 
More important, this trend continues 
and will continue in the years ahead 
unless action is taken, he said. For 
example, the actual gas supply 
available to the Columbia Gas System 
in 1972 from historic sources was 1.4 
trillion cubic feet. In 1976, the System 
projects it will be able to purchase only 
abend 1.1 trillion cubic feet from 
historic sources, a decline (rf ap­

per cent, despite extreme effort and 
the expenditure of $800 million on new 
supply programs since 1970. 
“Opponents 
of 
decontrol 
are 
suggesting that the current shortage 
results from a conspiracy or deliberate 
plan of producers and companies such 
as Columbia to withhold gas from the 
market in order to get decontrol 
legislation approved, White said. 
"This is not so. The decline of gas 
production from historic domestic 
sources was projected in a report by 
the Federal Power Commission staff 
issued as early as February, 1972, and 
the decline will continue as long as 
there are federal controls on the price 
of new interstate gas” (gas produced 
in one state and sold in another), 
At present, the current regulated 
ceiling price for new interstate gas at 
the wellhead is 52 cents a thousand 
cubic feet while non-regulated in­ 
trastate gas (gas produced and sold in 
the same state) is selling at from $1.50 
to $2 a thousand cubic feet. 
White said that unless the economic 
climate is reversed, prompted by 
decontrol legislation to stimulate 
domestic production, and more gas is 
made available to the interstate 
market, the gas supply situation 
confronting Columbia will continue to 
deteriorate 
There have been recent reports that 
the decontrol of the wellhead price of 
natural gas would have an impact of as 
much as $20 billion per year on the 
price of natural gas to the public. 
White said. “This figure is absurd It is 
based on numerous false assumptions 
A more accurate figure of the annual 
cost of decontrol legislation to the 
nation's 40 million gas consumers is 
from $1 billion to $1.8 billion annually 
"We estimate that when the higher 
priced decontrolled gas is averaged

into the price for larger volumes of old 
gas that are already under contract 
and not subject to decontrol, the an­ 
nual bill of the average residential 
customer served by Columbia would 
increase about $150 a month or about 
$18 a year over the next IO years. 


“Unfortunately the critics 
of 
decontrol legislation mention only the 
impact of decontrol on consumer gas 
prices," White said. “They fall to 
mention that if wellhead prices are not 
decontrolled that the cost to con­ 
sumers will increase even more 
because transportation and other fixed 
costs of providing gas service, plus the 
continued higher costs of inflation, will 
be spread over fewer units and 
therefore the average price per unit 
will increase. Because of this, 
customers have the choice between 
paying more for more gas or more for 
leas gas.”

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. (A P) - 
Peter Gregg and Hurley Haywood, 
legendary figures in endurance motor 
racing, were in seperate cars today as 
the 15th annual 24 Hours of Daytona 
got underway. 
Though both were gunning for an 
unprecedented third consecutive over­ 
all victory, it was the flamboyant 
Gregg who had a lot of people 
worrying. 
However, Haywood cautioned, “ If 
they forget about me they’re stupid.” 
Haywood is driving the Porsche 
Carrera that proved so reliable in past 
24 Hours races, while Gregg switched 
to a factory BMW. 
“ You have to remember Porsche is a 
proven competitor in this particular 
type of endurance race, while the 
BMWs have never lasted longer that 13 
hours,” said Haywood. “ TTie BMWs 
will be the fastest at first, but the 
Porsche has the speed to keep the 
pressure on them until they break. 
“ The same is true of John Green­ 
wood’s Corvette.” 


An unrevealed engine problem, now 
reportedly corrected, kept from 
qualifying well the Carrera that 
Haywood will co-drive with 24-Hours 
Rookie Jim Busby, but Haywood said 
the car probably is the fifth fastest in 
the race behind the three factory 
BMWs and Greenwood's Corvette. 
“ It would have been nice for ap­ 
pearance’s sake to start higher than 
28th, but in a 24-hour race, starting 
position is meaningless,” Haywood as­ 
serted. 
The ascerbic Gregg, in one of his few 
public utterings this week, agreed, “ It 
doesn’t mean much.” 
The comment may have had 
something to do with the fact his co- 
driver, Brian Redman of England, was 
at the wheel on the qualifying lap at 
118.61 miles per hour that won their 
BMW CSL the pole position. 
Greenwood, pole winner last year 
and the early favorite again this year, 
lost two engines in practice and ran an 
unsatisfactory time, good enough for 
only eighth fastest, in qualifying.

Lt. Ahmed al-Khatib said he formed 
the “ Arab Army of I^ebanon” because 
of the “ flagrant partiality of the army

“ The subject of our return to our 
units is suspended for the time being, 
pending political developments,” al- 
Khatib said in an exclusive interview 
Friday. 
Al-Khatib said his forces support the 
“ national progressive forces,” the 
term he uses to describe the coalition 
of leftist Ijebanese Moslems formed 
during the country’s 10-month civil 
war. 


He said the strength of his force “ is a 
m ilitary 
secret.” 
But informed 
sources believe he commands several 
hundred Moslem troops and a force of 
more than 30 tanks and armored cars. 
The lanky, 33-year-old, heavily 
moustached lieutenant in green 
fatigues spoke at his field headquar­ 
ters in a spacious villa near this village 
in the Bekaa Valley, six miles from the 
Syrian border.

For Farmers Dip

WASHINGTON (AP) - Prices 
farmers get for their produce have 
dropped in three of the past four 
months, including a decline of one-half 
of 1 per cent from Dec. 15 to Jan. 15, 
says the Agriculture Department. 
The latest drop was led by lower 
prices for cattle, eggs, apples and 
lemons, the 
department’s 
Crop 
Reporting Board said Friday. 


Higher prices for some items, in­ 
cluding com, soybeans and potatoes, 
failed to offset the reductions. 
Even so, officials said, the over-all 
farm price index averaged 8 per cent 
more than it did on Jan. 15 of last year. 
Farm expenses, however, were up 6 
per cent from a year earlier, including 
a 1 per cent gain the past month. 


Farm prices declined last October 
and November before rising 1 per cent 
in December. Although farm prices 
are instructive indicators, they often 
vary widely from month to month anti 
do not necessarily foretell major 
changes in retail prices at the con­ 
sumer level. 
The price index for meat animals 
was down 1 per cent from Dec. 15 but 
averaged 23 per cent more than it did a 
year earlier. Hogs held steady at $47.50 
per 100 pounds, but the average for all 
beef cattle dropped $1 to $33.50 per 
hundredweight. 


However, the beef cattle index in­ 
cludes prices for all such animals 
regardless of whether they are prime 
steers, old cows or senile bulls. Cow 
prices, for example, were up $2 per 100 
pounds to an average $22.10 while 
prices for steers and heifers were 
down $1.90 to $37.20 per 100 pounds. 
The farm prices of calves was 70 
cents and averaged $31.40 on Jan. 15, 
and lamb prices jumped $1.50 to a 
record of $47.70 per 100 pounds of live 
weight.

Fruit prices averaged / per cent 
below Dec. 15, including the lower 
prices for apples and lemons, and were 
4 per cent below Jan. 15,1975. Poultry 
and egg prices, over-all, declined 3 per 
cent, despite higher broiler prices 
because turkeys and other chickens 
were less. 
Potato prices rose during the month 
to $4.52 per 100 pounds, a gain of 42 
cents, but dry edible beans declined 60 
cents to $20 per 100 pounds. 
The farm price of com averaged 
$2.44 a bushel, up 7 cents from Dec. 15, 
but was 63 cents below a year earlier. 
Soybeans, at $4.46 a bushel, were up 18 
cents from mid-December but were

Produce Prices 
For Farmers Dip 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Prices 
farmers get for their produce have 
dropped in three of the past four 
months, including a decline of one-half 
of I per cent from Dec. 15 to Jan. 15, 
says the Agriculture Department. 
The latest drop was led by lower 
prices for cattle, eggs, apples and 
lemons, the 
departm ent’s 
Crop 
Reporting Board said Friday. 


Higher prices for some items, in­ 
cluding com, soybeans and potatoes, 
failed to offset the reductions. 
Even so, officials said, the over-all 
farm price index averaged 8 per cent 
more than it did on Jan. 15 of last year. 
Farm expenses, however, were up 6 
per cent from a year earlier, including 
a I per cent gain the past month 


Farm prices declined last October 
and November before rising I per cent 
in December. Although farm prices 
are instructive indicators, they often 
vary widely from month to month ana 
do not necessarily foretell m ajor 
changes in retail prices at the con­ 
sumer level. 
The price index for meat animals 
was down I per cent from Dec 15 but 
averaged 23 per cent more than it did a 
year earlier Hogs held steady at $47.50 
per IOO pounds, but the average for all 
beef cattle dropped $1 to $33.50 per 
hundredweight 
However, the beef cattle index in­ 
cludes prices for all such animals 
regardless of whether they are prime 
steers, old cows or senile bulls. Cow 
prices, for example, were up $2 per IOO 
pounds to an average $22 IO while 
prices for steers and heifers were 
down $1.90 to $37.20 per IOO pounds 
The farm prices of calves waa 70 
rents and averaged $31 40 on Jan 15, 
and lamb prices Jumped $1 50 to a 
record of $47 70 per IOO pounds of live 
weight
